The  word  of  God  is  of  inestimanle  value,  as  it 
furnishes  us  with  a  complete  d.irectory  how  we 
may  glorify  God,  and  enjoy  him  for  ever.  Tlie 
general  rule  contained  in  the  text  will  aflbrd 
particular  direction  to  every  lively  Christian  who 
IS  anxious  to  know-  how’  he  nmy  liesl  glorify  him 
whose  name  he  bears,  ’t  he  parnenbr  occasion 
of  the  words  may  be  learned  ii  iun  the  context ; 
blit  they  are  fully  applicable  to  us,  and  wc  may 
found  upon  them  this  gr.uid  maxim,  that  It  is  the 
duty  of  Christ’.ans,  in  all  th>’ir  actions,  whether  civil 
or  religious,  to  aim  at  the  giory  of  God.  It  is  im¬ 
possible,  indeed,  to  add  to,  or  dimmish  from  the 
essential  glory  of  God.  No  mortal  can,  by  any 
exertion,  add  to  the  splendour  of  the  meridian 
sun ;  and  it  v.'ould  he  equally  foolish  for  any 
mortal  to  imagine  that  he  can  add  any  thing  to 
the  glory  of  God.  Yet  it  is  not  enough  for  us 
to  be  passive  insmimonts  here.  'I'he  lieavcns, 
the  animal,  vegetable,  and  mineral  tribes,  dis¬ 
play  the  glory  of  God  silently;  man  is  to  do* it 
actively.  Christians  are  formed  anew  for  this 
e.xpress  purpose,  that  they  njay  be  a  holy  and 
peculiar  people,  zealous  of  good  works.  Let  us 
apply  the  maxim  1  have  stated, 

First,  To  Helioiocs  Duties.  We  are  to  glo¬ 
rify  G(k1, 

1.  By  believing  in  the  Lord  .tesns  Chnst — “This 
is  the  work  of  God,  that  W'e  believe  in  his  Son 
Jesus  Christ.”

THEATRICAL  AMUSEMENTS. 

[Tiie  following  extracts  on  the  'I  heatre,  may 
not  be  unseasonable,  as  they  tend  to  .sliow  the 
light,  in  which  Theatrical  amusements  are  held, 
by  great  men  of  dilferent  ages.] 

Theodosius  the  great,  banished  all 
plavs  hy  a  public  edict,  “  as  the  plagues 
of  tho.se  places  wliere  they  were  per¬ 
mitted,”  and  shut  up  the  theatres  of  An¬ 
tioch,  as  the  fountains  of  all  wickedness 
and  nurseries  of  all  mischief. 

Justinian,  the  emperor,  published  an 
edict,  “  that  all  Christians  should  refrain 
from  acting  and  beholding  of  stage-plays, 
because  they  were  not  the  least  of  those 
pomps  of  the  devil  which  they  solemnly 
renounced  at  their  baptism.” 

Archbishop  Usher  says  of  plays, 
“  they  offend  against  many  branches  ot 
the  seventh  commandment,  in  the  abuse 
of  apparel,  tongue,  eyes,  countenance 
gestures,  and  all  parts  of  the  body. 
Much  filthiness  is  presented  to  the  be¬ 
holders,  which  ought  not  to  be  once 


Extract  from  the  pastoral  letter  of  the 
Presbyterian  church  in  the  United  States 
lor  ISIS. — “  On  the  fashionable,  though 
as  wc  heiiove,  dangerous  amuseiiicnts  ot 
theatrical  ejchi/ritioiLs,  we  deem  it  nc 
cessaiy  to  make  a  few  observations. 
The  theatre  we  have  always  considered 
as  a  school  of  immorality.  If  any  per¬ 
son  wishes  for  honest  conviction  on  this 
subject,  let  him  attend  to  the  character 
of  that  mass  of  matter,  which  is  generally 
exhibited  on  the  stage.  VVe  believe  all 
will  agree,  that  comedies  at  least,  with  a 
few  exceptions,  are  of  such  a  descrip¬ 
tion,  that  a  virtuous  and  modest  'person 
cannot  attend  the  representation  of  them, 
without  the  most  painful  and  embarrass¬ 
ing  sensations.  If  indeed,  custom  has 
familiarised  the  scene,  and  these  painful 
sensations  are  no  longer  felt,  it  only 
proves  that  the  jierson  in  question  has 
lost  some  of  the  best  sensibilities  of  our 
nature ;  that  th“  strongest  safeguard  o 
virtue  has  been  taken  down,  and  that  the 
moral  character  has  undergone  a  serious 
depreciation.” 

It  is  incompatible  with  the  pursuits  of 
the  Christian  to  inquire  concerning  this 
or  that  sensual  ainuseinept — what  harm 
is  there  in  it.^  U  wouhl  he  more  consil- 
ent  to  ask  what  good  does  it  produce  f 
The  objects  of  his  attention  should  not 
only  he  liarmless,  but  holy,  and  adaptet 
to  soi'.ie  iisenil  end.  Many  amusements, 
allhougii  called  innocent,  are  productive 
of  evil,  and  a  wise  man  will  not  lean 
over  a  prectpicc  to  show  that  he  can  do 
it  wutliout  iallTng,  nor  will  he  try  how 
much  poison  he  can  take  without  de¬ 
stroying  himself.  That  Christian  is  the 
most  prudent  and  most  consistent  with 
his  religious  profession  who  keeps  at  the 
greatest  distance  from  the  ensnaring  and 
polluting  vanities  of  the  world.  When 
the  blessings  and  privileges  of  the  gospel 
of  grace  are  enjoyed,  wiien  the  peace 
that  passpth  all  understanding  possesses 
the  coii'^cience,  when  the  love  of  God 
In  Chri.'^t  Jesus  is  shed  abroad  in  the 
heart,  the  believer  will  feel  no  desire  for 
carnal  amusements,  nor  can  he  relish 
them.  In  tliis  happy  state,  arguments 
against  them  -are  needless.  The  taste  is 
altered  and  consequently  the  objects  of 
his  pursuit  are  changed.  We  see,  there¬ 
fore,  that  when  persons  are  regenerated, 
these  amusements  are  dropped  as  natu¬ 
rally  as  the  leaves  fall  from  the  trees  in 
autumn.  A  Christian  cannot  enjoy  two 
sorts  of  pleasure,  so  opposite  in  their 
character,  as  those  of  God  and  of  the 
world.  He  cannot  serve  two  masters 
of  such  different  natures.  Tlie  heart 
warm  with  love  to  God,  cannot  he  hap¬ 
py  in  such  company  as  frequents  the 
playhouse.  The  heathenism,  tlie  gaiety 
the  obscenity  of  the  theatre,  accord  not

ON  THE  MORAL  DIGNITY  OF  MISSION.V- 
liY  ENTERPRISK. 

[part  II.] 

It  is  not  in  the  field  of  patriotism 
alone  that  deeds  have  been  acliieved  to 
which  history  has  atvarded  the  palm  of 
moral  sublimity.  There  liave  lived 
men,  in  whom  the  name  of  patriot  has 
been  merged  in  that  of  philanthropist ; 
who,  looking  with  an  eye  of  compassion 
over  the  face  of  the  earth,  have  felt  for 
the  miseries  of  our  race,  and  have  pul 
forth  their  calm  might  to  wipe  off  one 
blot  from  the  marred  and  stained  es¬ 
cutcheon  of  human  nature,  to  strike  off 
one  form  of  sidlering  from  the  catalogue 
of  human  wo.  Such  a  man  was  Howard. 
Surveying  our  w'orld  like  a  spirit  of  the 
blessed,  lie  beheld  the  misery  of  the 
captive,  he  heard  the  groaning  of  the 
prisoner.  His  determination  was  fixed. 

He  resolved  single  handed  to  guage  and 
to  measure  one  form  of  un pitied,  un¬ 
heeded  wretclicdness,  and,  bringing  it 
out  to  the  sunshine  of  public  observation, 
to  work  its  utter  extermination.  And 
he  w'ell  knew  what  this  undertaking 
would  cost  liim.  He  knew  what  lie  had 
to  hazard  from  the  infection  of  dungeons, 
to  endure  from  the  fatigues  of  inhospi¬ 
table  travel,  and  to  brook  from  the  in¬ 
solence  of  legalized  oppression.  He 
knew  that  he  was  devoting  himself  upon 
tlie  altar  of  philanthropy,  and  he  wil¬ 
lingly  devoted  himself.  He  had  marked 
out  his  destiny,  and  ho  haslened  forward 
to  its  acconijilishmcnt,  with  an  intensity 
“  which  the  nature  of  the  human  mind 
forbade  to  he  more,  and  ihc  cliaractm  of 
the  individual  forbade  to  he  less.”  Tims 
he  commenced  a  new  era  in  the  history 
ol  benevolence.  And  liencc  the  name 
of  Howard  will  he  associated  witli  all 
that  is  sublime  in  mercy,  until  the  final 
consummation  of  all  things. 

Such  a  man  is  Clarkson,  w’ho,  look¬ 
ing  abroad  beheld  the  sufferings  of 
Africa,  and  looking  at  home,  saw  his 
country  stained  with  licr  blood.  Wc 
have  seen  him,  consecrate  liimself  to  the 
holy  purpose  of  rescuing  a  continent 
from  rapine  and  murder,  and  of  erasing 
this  one  sin  from  the  hook  of  his  nation’^ 
iniquities.  We  have  seen  him  and  liis 
fellow  philanthropists  for  twenty  years 
never  waver  Irom  their  purpose.  Wc 
have  seen  them  persevere  amidst  ne¬ 
glect  and  obloquy  and  contempt  and 
persecution,  until  the  cry  of  the  op¬ 
pressed  having  roused  tlie  sensibilities 
ot  the  nation,  the  “  Island  Empress” 
rose  in  her  might,  and  said  to  this  foul 
traffic  in  human  flesh,  Thus  far  shall 
thou  go  and  no  farther. 

It  will  not  be  doubled  that  in  such 
actions  as  these,  there  is  much  whicii 
may  truly  be  called  the  moral  sublime. 

11,  then,  we  should  altcntivclv  consirlei 
them,  we  might  perhaps  ascertain  what 
must  he  the  elements  ot  that  enterprise^ 
vvliicli  may  lay  claim  to  this  high  ap¬ 
pellation.  It  cannot  he  expected  that 
on  this  occasion  we  should  analyze  them 
critically.  It  will,  however,  we  think 
he  louiul,  upon  examination,  that  to  that 
enterprise  alone  has  been  awarded  the 
meed  ol  sublimity,  of  which  the  concep¬ 
tion  was  vast,  the  execution  arduous, 
and  the  means  to  he  employed  simple 
hut  efficient.  \\  ere  not  the  object  vast, 
it  coidd  not  arrest  onr  allenlion.  Were 
not  its  accomplishment  arduous,  none 
ot  the  nobler  energies  of  man  being 
tasked  in  its  execution,  we  should  see 
nothing  to  admire.  Were  not  the  means 
to  that  accomplishment  simple,  our 
whole  conception  being  vague,  the  im¬ 
pression  would  he  feeble.  Were  they 
not  cfticicnt,  the  inlensest  exertion  could 
only  terminate  in  failure  and  disgrace. 

And  here  we  may  remark,  that  where- 
ever  these  elements  have  combined  in 
any  undertaking,  public  sentiment  has 
generally  united  in  pronouncing  it  sub¬ 
lime,  and  history  has  recorded  its 
achievements  among  the  noblest  proofs 
of  the  dignity  of  man.  Malice  may  for 
a  while  have  Irowned,  and  interest  op¬ 
posed  ;  men  who  could  neither  grasp 
what  w'as  vast,  nor  feel  what  was  morally 
great,  may  have  ridiculed.  But  all 
this  has  soon  passed  away.  Human  na¬ 
ture  is  not  to  be  changed  by  the  opposi¬ 
tion  of  interest  or  the  laugh  of  folly. 
There  is  still  enough  of  dignity  in  man 
to  respect  what  is  great,  and  to  venerate 
what  is  benevolent.  Tlie  cause  of  man 
has  at  last  gained  the  suffrages  of  man. 
It  has  advanced  steadily  onward,  and 
left  ridicule  to  wonder  at  the  impotence 
of  its  shaft,  and  malice  to  weep  over  the 
inefficacy  of  its  hate. 

And  we  bless  God  that  it  is  so.  It  is 
cheering  to  observe,  that  amidst  so  much 
that  is  debasing,  there  is  still  something 
that  is  ennobling  in  the  character  of 


man.  It  is  delightful  to  know  that  iherg 
are  times  wdien  his  morally  be-dimme(t 
eye  “  beams  keen  w’ith  honour;” 
there  is  yet  a  redeeming  spirit 
him,  which  exults  in  enterprises  of 
pith  and  moment.  We  love  our  race 
the  better  for  every  such  fact  we  djj. 
cover  concerning  it,  and  how  with  more 
reverence  to  the  dignity  of  human 
ture.  Wc  rejoice  that,  shattered  ns  ha- 
been  the  edifice,  there  yet  may  he  (jjj, 
covered  now  and  then  a  mas.'  ve  pillar 
and  hoi-e  and  there  a  well  turned  aid/ 
which  remind  us  of  the  svmmetrvof 


its  former  proportions,  and  the  perfec- 
tion  of  Its  original  structure. 

Having  paid  this  onr  honest 
the  dignity  of  mati,  we  must  pause,  ana 
shed  a  tear  over  somewhat  v^hichr(;. 
minds  ns  of  any  thing  other  tlinn  his 
dignity.  Whilst  the  general  assertion 
is  true,  tliat  he  is  awake  to  all  th  it  is  sub¬ 
lime  in  nature,  and  much  that  is 
in  morals,  there  is  reason  to  believe  tha* 
there  is  a  single  class  of  objects,  whose 
contemplation  llirills  all  heaven  with 
rapture,  at  which  he  can  gaze  unnielieti 
and  unmoved.  'I’he  pen  of  inspiration 
has  recorded,  that  the  cross  of  Christ 
whose  mysteries  tiie  angels  desire  to 
look  into,  was  to  the  tasteful  and  emditg 
Greek,  foolishness.  And  wc  fear  that 
cases  very  analogous  to  this  may  fc, 
witnessed  at  the  present  day.  But  ’xhv 
should  it  he  so  Why  should  so  va.q  a 
dissimilarity  of  moral  taste  exist  beiucet 
seraphs  who  bow  before  the  throne,  and 
men  who  dwell  upon  the  footstool: 
Why  is  it  that  the  man,  whose  son' 
swells  with  ecstasy  whilst  viewing  iL,_ 
innumerable  suns  of  midnight,  feels  1, 
emotion  of  snbUinity  when  thinkin'j;o; 
their  Oeator  ?  Why  is  it  that  an  enter¬ 
prise  of  patriotism  presents  itself  to  l.s 
imagination  beaming  with  celestial  beau¬ 
ty,  whilst  the  enterprise  of  redeeming 
love  is  without  form  or  comeliness: 
W!iy  should  the  noldcsi  nnderiakiir  c; 
mere}-,  if  it  only  combine  ainon^  its 
essential  elements  the  distinctive  prii,. 
ciplos  of  the  gospel,  become  at  once 
stale,  fiat,  and  unprofitahic  Wiien  there 
is  joy  in  heaven  over  otio  sinner  that 
repentetli,  why  is  it  that  the  enicrprise 
of  ju  ociainiing  peace  on  cartii,  and  good 
will  to  man,  fraught,  as  it  would  >.00', 
with  more  than  airj’ciic  beniarn:!’,^ 
should  to  many  of  our  fellow  men  aj;. 
pear  worthy  of  nothing  better  ihaa  ne¬ 
glect  or  obloquy  r 

Tlie  reason  for  all  this  we  shall  ne¬ 
on  this  occasion  pretend  to  assiten.  MV 
liavc  only  time  to  express  onr  rc^vu  ' 
that  such  should  be  the  fact.  Continig 
ourselves  therefore  to  the  bearing  wh;  !! 
this  moral  bias  has  upon  the  niissioru';' 
cause,  it  is  with  pain  we  are  obliged t) 
believe,  that  there  is  a  largo  and  mc:! 
respectable  portion  ol  our  fellow  citizr.;:, 
tor  many  ol  whom  wc  entertain  every 
sentiment  ol  personal  esteem,  and 
whose  opinions  on  most  other  subjec*. 
v\c  how  with  unfeigned  dcterence,  vth 
look  with  pci'fcct  apathy  upon  the  pre¬ 
sent  system  ol  exertions  lor  evangelizir: 
the  hoatlien  ;  and  we  have  been  grea'd; 
misinformed,  it  there  he  not  another, 
though  a  very  different  class,  who  cor.-| 
sider  these  exertions  a  subject  for  rid- 
cule.

J  Writers,  and  messengers  of  the  Lord 
f  Hosts.

Those,  indeed,  would  much  mistake, 

ho  should  anticipate,  in  the  fortunes  of 
n  Indian  chaplain,  a  life  of  indolence, 
if  opulence,  of  luxury.  An  Indian 
‘haplain  must  come  prepared  for  hard 
abour,  in  a  climate  ttherc  labour  is 
ften  death.  He  must  come  prepared 
or  ristid  self-denial,  in  situations  where 
11  around  him  incites  lo  sensual  indul- 
ence.  He  must  be  content  witli  an 
ncome,  liberal  indeed  in  itself,  but  al¬ 
together  disproporlioned  to  liie  charities, 
the  hospitalities,  the  unavoidable  ex¬ 
penses,  to  which  his  situation  renders 
him  liable.  He  must  be  content  to 
bear  his  life  in  his  hand  ;  and  to  leave, 
very  often,  those  dearer  than  life  itself, 
to  HIS  care  alone,  who  feeds  the  ravens, 
and  who  never,  or  most  rarely,  suffers 
the  seed  of  the  righteous  to  beg  their 
bread. 

Nor  are  the  qualifications  which  be 
vill  need,  nor  the  duties  which  will  be 
mposed  upon  him,  less  arduous  than 
he  perils  of  his  situation.  He  must  he 
0  uncourtly  recluse,  or  he  will  lose  all 
nflueoce  over  the  higher  classes  of  his 
ongregalion :  be  must  he  no  man  of 
pleasure,  or  he  will  endanger  their  souls 
nd  his  own.  •  He  must  be  a  scholar, 
and  a  man  of  cultivated  mind ;  and,  at 
he  same  time,  condescend  to  simple 
en,  for  here,  as  elsewhere,  the  bulk  of 
iis  congregation  must  be  ignorant  and 
oor:  nor,  in  his  intercourse  with  the 
lumbler  class  of  his  hearers,  has  he  al¬ 
ways  the  same  cheering  circumstances, 
hich  make  the  house  of  thc  English 
arochial-Minister  the  school  and  tem- 
le  of  religion,  and  his  morning  and 
vening  walks  a  daily  source  of  blessing 
nd  of  blessedness.  His  servants  will 
te  of  a  different  creed  from  his  own. 
His  intercourse  will  not  be  with  the 
^lappy,  harmless  peasant :  his  feet  will 
not  be  found  at  the  wicker-gate  of  the 
well-known  collage,  beneath  the  venera¬ 
ble  tree  in  the  grey  church-porch,  and 
by  the  side  of  the  hop-ground  or  the 
corn-field  :  but  he  must  kneel  by  the  bed 
of  infection  or  despair,  in  the  barrack, 
the  prison,  or  the  hospital. 

But,  to  the  well-tempered  and  well- 
educated,  the  diligent  and  pious  clergy¬ 
man — who  can  endear  himself  to  the  j 
poor  without  vulgarity,  and  to  the  rich 
Without  involving  himself  in  their  vices; 
^Ro  can  reprove  sin  without  harshness, 
ind  comfort  penitence  without  undue 
indulgence — who  delights  in  his  Mas¬ 
ters  work,  even  when  divested  of  many 
pf  those  outward  circumstances,  which, 
in  our  own  country,  contribute  to  render 
^  at  work  interesting — who  feels  a  plea- 
^pre  in  bringing  men  to  God,  propor¬ 
tioned  to  the  extent  of  their  previous 
'^’anderings — to  such  a  man  as  JMartyn 
Was  can  promise  no  common  uscful- 
ttass  and  enjoyment,  in  the  situation  of 
an  Indian  chaplain.  1  can  promise  him,
